DEPARTMENT'S NEW

One of the few air-raid shelters 
in Eire to be air-conditioned is the 
shelter which occupies the basement 
floor of the new Department of 
Industry and Commerce building 
in Kildare street, Dublin. It has 
been specially strengthened for its 
| urpose, its walls and ceiling 
vlad a three-foot width of con- 
crete. Originally it was intended 
for normal use, but the plans for 
this section of the building were 
changed, and the window spaces 
were built up with stone-facings, 
backed by concrete. Though the 
architect's plans for the building 
and the work carried out by the 
contractor provided for two lifts, 
by the time the Board of Works 
placed the order for the lifts diffi- 
culties had arisen about their 
export from Britain, and so far it 
as been impossible to obtain them. 
Another interesting feature of the 
luilding is its fine bronze doors, 
weighing over one and a half tons, 
and made from bronze plate cast 
entirely in the foundry of a firm 
of Dublin brass workers. These 
doors set off the fine stonework of 
the building, and make an impres- 
sive entrance. .

Marshal Rommel has launched as 
many as four counter- attacks in 
a single day, that the German 
defences are extremely strong, 
and that the job of reducing them 
is likely to be fairly long.“ 
Reports from Berlin and Rome 
are equally modest. The Germans 
claim that not only have the 
British not broken through their 
defences, but they have not even 
reached Marshal Rommel’s main 
positions yet. They admit, on the 
other hand, that General Mont- 
gomery has managed to create 
„local gaps at some points, 
and that the British attacks 
are being dursued in 
determined manner. According 
to the Italian reports, there 
never has been such an army in 
North Africa as that which the 
British have been able to build up 
since the retreat to the El 
Alamein line. Rome also declares 
that the Royal Air Force never 
has given such proof of its 
numerical strength and its effi- 
ciency. The entire absence of 
bombast from the official reports 
of the opposing forces in the 
Western desert suggests that 
British, Germans and Italians 
alike are playing, as it were, for 
safety. So far the battle is only 
in its preliminary stages. The 
British have undoubted superiority 
in the air, and are using it mainly 
in an effort to cripple Marshal 
Rommel's sources of supply. They 
also probably have numerical 
superiority on land, although the 
reported presence of German 
troops from Greece indicates that 
the Afrikakorps has been re— 
inforced substantially. When the 
real issue is joined, much, if not, 
indeed, everything, will depend 
on the relative strengths of the 
rival tank divisions. The Germans 
claim already to have destroyed 
345 British tanks; but, accord- 
ing to a report from Rome, 
General Montgomery has so many 
tanks and armoured vehicles at 
his disposal that he can afford to 
sustain heavy losses in his efforts 
to smash his way through 
Marshal Rommel’s defences.

Britain’s Fuel 


In London last Saturday nearly 
3,000 representatives of the 
coal-mining industry — miners, 
managers and owners—attended a 
conference at which the Prime 
Minister told them exactly what 
he wanted them to do. Every pit 
in Great Britain is said to have 
been represented. The meeting 
was not “ public,” and only a bald 
statement has been issued 
officially; but there can be little 
doubt about the general tendency 
of Mr. Churchill’s exhortation. 
It is only within the last six 
months that Great Britain has 
become alive to the seriousness of 
the fuel  situation—of which, 
incidentally, this country has 
been a victim. She awoke almost 
overnight to the fact that her 
production of coal was not keeping 
pace with her consumption of it, 
and that grave inroads were being 
made upon her stocks in reserve. 
Coal is the mainstay of Britain's 
war industries, and an enormously 
larger demand is being made upon 
it than was made in time of 
peace ; it is, in addition, her only 
source of électrical power, and, 
despite the progress of oil-burning 
vessels, it still is meeded for the 
fuelling of the great majority of 
her warships and merchant ships. 
The drain upon her supplies was 
too formidable to be overlooked, 
for not merely had consumption 
increased, but production had 
declined. For a time it looked as 
if drastic rationing would be the

economy. This campaign evi- 
dently has had a high degree of 
success. 

Many people, however, refuse 
to believe that voluntary saving 
can satisfy the national need, and 
fear that the shortage will be 
more, instead of less, serious 
before the winter is out. They 
argue that only rationing will 
save the situation coupled with 
an energetic attempt to get more 
coal out of the mines. These 
people think that the Government 
has made a wrong estimate of the 
comparative value of soldiers and 
miners: it has drafted into the 
armed. forces many thousands of 
young, strong, skilled miners, and 
has left only the middle-aged and 
less productive men for the vital 
task of digging coal. There has 
been a more inister allegation— 
that certain owners, contemplat- 
ing an industrial boom after 
the war, with a lucrative demand 
for coal, are reserving their best 
seams against that time—but 
such lack of patriotism and of 
common-sense is almost incredible. 
We may be certain that Mr. 
Churchill_who was accompanied 
by Field-Marshal Smuts—dis- 
cussed these various matters with 
the mining representatives. It 
remains to be seen whether his 
exhortation will have the desir- 
able effect, or whether stronger 
measures will be needed as the 
war effort rises to its peak.

WOOD DRYING KILN 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sín —With reference to Mr. 
Hilton’s letter in this morning’s 
Irish Times, the point I stressed 
with your representative was that we

I did not say that kiln 
drying was a new process, a 
I could have said that with the 
experience of years the process had 
been improved. Mr. Hilton’s firm 
does not, as far as I know, claim to 
be cabinet-makers, in as much as 
they are not regular suppliers to the 
trade of bedroom suites, sideboards, 
dining tables, etc., which items are 
the big end of the industry. 
Following your article a Dublin 
firm gave us an order for 250 walnut 
and oak bedroom suites, and the pur- 
chaser told us frankly that he could 
not obtain bedroom suites made from 
kiln dried native timber from any 
other furniture manufacturer in 
Dublin. No doubt, if Mr. Hilton’s 
firm manufactured bedroom suites, 
they would have had an opportunity 
of quoting for this substantial order. 
Not only are we furniture manu- 
facturers in the accepted sense of the 
term, but we fell and manufacture 
our own timber, kiln dry it by the 
most modern process, and, in addi- 
tion, manufacture our own plywood.

By Our Cinema CORRESPONDENT, 
Miss Annie Rooney (Metropole): 
“I must have been ridiculous at 
thirteen,” says Shirley Temple in 
character. as little Annie Rooney. I 
thought that she was at much earlier 
ages, but I find her much more toler- 
able on her return to the screen as a 
sub-deb. who has substituted a 
quieter charm for her earlier pre- 
cocity. 

The plot of this rather slight 
vehicle for her come-back tells 
how mechanically-minded Joey took 
little Annie to a hop in his puddle- 
buster but got tanking with a jerk 
in a jalopy. Annie switches and 
takes the jerk, a guy with two left 
feet, to the jam session. She strikes 
him as having more zingo than the 
drizzle-pusses he usually knocks 
about with, and they are soon in the 
roove cutting a rug together. He 
invites her to his fashionable up- 
town home, and it looks as if the 
Rooney family are really going some- 
where. Complications in the person 
of the unrealistic Rooney pére muss 
things up temporarily, but in the 
end Annie and — boy-friend (Dickie 
Moore) finish up cooking with gas. 

All this, by the way, to prove to 
ou that, the dialogue of this pleasant 
ittle picture has ‘not been translated 
from the original American “slang- 
uage.” So much so that, when after 
an interval of Shakesperean quota- 
tion, Shirley says: “TI think he is so 
smooth, you will probably share 
her enthusiasm. 

Beyond the Blue Horizon (Theatre 
Royal)—If the novelty of Shirley 
Temple's return to the screen means 
nothing to you, this is a film which, 
although wildly improbable, is easily 
the most entertaining in Dublin this 
week. Dorothy Lamour circulates 
through the jungle in an apparently 
adhesive sarong, squired by a new 
leading man, Richard Denning, who 
is much closer the Nordic conception 
than anybody I have seen on or off 
the screen. To make weight, there 
are the usual treacherous natives, a 
mad elephant, a new playmate for 
Dorothy in the shape of a magni- 
ficent tame tiger, and some natural 
comedians—Gogo, the chimpanzee, 
and a number of minor monkeys— 
which outdo the best efforts of 
Abbott and Costello.

But the 
picture, on the whole, is devoid of 
any human interest, and on that 
account is more than a little tedious.
